“FLIGHT TO THE DOLLAR” 
'T H E flood of foreign money pouring into 


the United States at present is “very, 
very large, the biggest it has ever been,” 
says Secretary Morgenthau. 
Obviously this money has not Vie en 
coming here lately because business invest­ 
ment is unusually inviting and profitable. 
It is coming because of a European scare 
which makes its owners fear they will lose 
it if they keep it there. 
All t.he\ ask is

They are probably right as far as most of 
us can see now.

And if Europe or the whole 
double continent of Eurasia proceeds to 
destroy its civilization, some strong power 
should remain free to pick up the pieces 
and do w hat it can to put them together 
again.

Evston on the Utah salt flats raised his 
last year’s automobile record from 311.42 
miles to 345.40, and felt contented about 
it. 
Then John Cobb made a new m ark of 
350.2 miles, which of course had to be 
beaten. 
So Capt. Kyat on went at it again, 
and pushed the mark up to 357.5 miles. 
After that, Cobb was naturally impelled 
by a great yearning to surpass his rival’s 
achievements, even if only by one-tenth of 
a mile. 
So it goes. 
Those competitors at their 
recent speeds are said to whiz over the 
course at more than two-thirds of the 
initial velocity of a .15 caliber revolver 
bullet. 
As motor improvements proceed, 
we may soon have men traveling on land 
surfaces with the actual speed of such a 
bullet. 
A racing car itself might be re­ 
garded as a powerful projectile.

BRITISH ENCOURAGED 
1JTASIIINGTON— As far as the United 


States is concerned, the most im­ 
portant development in Europe is the dis­ 
cussion of w hether the British can rely 
on our fleet in the Pacific in war-time. 
This question has been discussed in 
some detail during recent talks between 
Ambassador 
Joe 
Kennedy 
and 
Prime 
Minister Chamberlain. 
The 
British 
have made 
clear 
that 
Europe is merely their own backyard as 
an economic interest, that the British have 
no really important investments in Europe, 
while those in the Orient are vital. 
Therefore, if the British are to uphold 
the hand of peace in Europe and risk war 
with Hitler, they must be given some pro­ 
tection from American vessels in that all- 
important British area, the Far East. 
W hat further worries the Admiralty is 
that with most of its fleet in the North 
Sea and the Mediterranean, the Japanese 
could completely clean out British inter­ 
ests in China. 
The Japanese could with­ 
draw their forces from the interior of 
China, consolidate their lines near the big 
seaports, which are fairly easy to defend 
against the Chinese, and then be free to 
clean up on the USA. 
The British figure that the first thing 
the Japanese would do is to take Hong­ 
kong. chief center of Britisli commerce in 
the Far East, then move down and pick 
up the Dutch East Indies, then take Singa­ 
pore, and go on to the eastern tip of India. 
The State Departm ent’s reply to this 
British idea of US-British cooperation in 
the Far East was somewhat evasive, yet 
it was definite enough to give the British 
some reason for encouragement. 
The general 
position taken by the 
United States was that we are not any 
more anxious to see the Japanese annex 
the entire Far East than the British are, 
but that we are tied dowm by the fact 
that we cannot make advance commit­ 
ments of this kind or form alliances. 
How­ 
ever, the British were reminded that pub­ 
lic opinion works very rapidly in this 
country, and that the American people 
may become much exercised over J a p a n ­ 
ese invasion of the entire F ar East. 
Thus the British got the idea th a t this 
country was anxious to go as far as possi­ 
ble in using American ships to keep the 
F a r East out from under the heel of the 
Japanese.

‘D an g ers” of Constipation D eclared M ental 


B* LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN DISCUSSING the digestive 
system this wreek I have emphasized 
the functions that are usually dis- | 
regarded. 
The average person thinks of the j 
digestive system as a cold, logical I 
machine which attacks food and re- j 
duces it to a state which the body ’ 
can utilize. He forgets that the di- 
gestive system also has to dispose 
of its products—he forgets the 
function of absorption. 
He forgets it, that is, unless he 
happens to be constipated, and then 
he thinks of nothing else. The diges­ 
tive canal, as we emphasized in the j 
first of the articles this week, has the 
threefold function of chemical di- : 
gestion, movement and absorption. 
In the large bqwel only movement j 
and absorption remain—there is no j 
further chemical digestion. And the 
unfortunate person who is consti­ 
pated does concentrate on absorp­ 
tion and movement—or rather lack 
of movement. He visualizes his in­ 
sides aa an enormous reservoir. 
That is aU he can think of, and that

is really almost the entire basis of 
constipation—its troubles are al­ 
most entirely mental. If the consti­ 
pated individual could only stop 
thinking of the absorption and the 
lack of movement that is going on 
tnside him he would be well. 
Do I exaggerate? Well, to con­ 
firm what I say I turn to the best 
book ever written on the subject of 
medical treatment, that of my friend 
Dr. Harry Beckman of Milwau­ 
kee. He calls his chapter on consti­ 
pation “Colon Consciousness’', and 
he goes on to say that constipation 
is “a disturbance of the normal re­ 
flex condition, characterized by 
changes in colonic tone, irritability 
and secretory activity aggravated 
by treatment, and expressed as 
awareness of the colon and its ac­ 
tivities”. 


Not a word about absorption, 
you see—the idea that tortures the 
constipated population. 
Now it so happens that the Eter­ 
nal One, or Nature, or whatever you 
want to name it, fixed things up so 
that there is no absorption from 
the large intestine. That is a some­ 
what dogmatic statement and needs 
some modification, but not aa much 
as you would think. There is an ab­ 
sorption of water, but it is selective; 
there is no absorption of the putre­ 
factive results of the growth of bac­ 
teria in the large intestine. In sim­ 
ple language, ordinary constipation 
does not "poison” your system. 
As to treatment, that naturally 
follows in what has been said. Note 
that Dr. Beckman says one cause of 
constipation is "treatm ent”. He 
means, of course, the use of cathar­ 
tics—the habit of using cathartics. 
They simply irritate the inside of 
the colon and make the habitue 
even more colon-conscious. 
As to a diet for constipation—the 
principle thing is to eat enough. Of 
course the food should be high in 
roughage. A sample of such a diet 
is as follows: 
VEGETABLES: Spinach, peas, 
green com, string beans, cauli­ 
flower, 
cabbage, 
lettuce, 
celery, 
onions and tomatoes. 
CEREALS: Oats, w’heat, mush 
(graham or cornmeal), hominy 
grits (cereals are better cooked 
with one-third bran). 
BREADS: Bran, w-hole wheat, 
graham, rye, com 
FATS: Olive oil, butter and ba­ 
con. 
FRUITS: Prunes, dates, figs, rai­ 
sins. oranges, apples, berries with 
seeds, peaches, melons. 
FLUIDS: Water in abundance, 
weak coffee, new cider, unfermented 
j grape juice, buttermilk. 
CAKE: 
Gingerbread, 
ginger­ 
snaps. 
DESSERTS: Ices, light apple, 
date or fig puddings, gelatins, agar­ 
agar. 
MISCELLANEOUS: Marmalade, 
j honey, molasses in moderation.

President Roosevelt today 
appealed again for peace — his 
final word, it is believed—and sug­ 
gested an immediate conference to 
settle the Sudeten question. 
There 
was 
no 
suggestion 
of 
American 
participation 
in 
any 
conference. 
To Hitler’s statem ent th a t the 
w ar choice lies with his small 
neighbor, 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
replied 
that negotiations still stand open, 
and: 
"They can be continued if you 
will give the word.” 
To Hitler Alone. 
This appeal was sent only to 
Hitler. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s first mes­ 
sage of Monday as addressed di­ 
rectly and personally to Hitler and 
President 
Eduard 
Benes 
of 
Czechoslovakia, and a d v i s o r y 
copies were sent through regular 
diplomatic channels to the prime 
ministers of Great 
Britain and 
France. 
The President acted after a day 
of 
abrupt 
developments 
Two 
American naval vessels steamed 
eastw ard over the 
Atlantic for 
British ports. 
The state depart­ 
ment advised Americans to avoid 
Europe unless they had essential 
business there.
